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IQ.  (SBU)  Ambassador  raised  the  question  of  Hungary's 
association  with  the  Copenhagen  Accord  in  her  January  14 
meeting  with  Prime  Minister  Bajnai.  The  Prime  Minister's 
Foreign  and  Security  Policy  Advisor,  David  Koranyi,  who  also 
attended  the  meeting,  stated  that  Hungary's  Minister  of 
Environment  would  join  his  EU  counterparts  in  an  informal 
meeting  in  Seville  on  January  16  to  develop  a joint  decision 
regarding  the  Accord.  Koranyi  said  Hungary  would  strongly 
support  the  EU ' s collective  association.  (Note:  Both  Prime 
Minister  Bajnai  and  State  Secretary  Koranyi  were  part  of  the 
Hungarian  delegation  that  attended  the  Copenhagen  Summit.) 
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
